Fulfillment of America's great hunger for

A grave President campaigning in Florida 


broke the silence which had settled over the 
Middle East for several days to warn the Amer- 
ican people of the increase in tensions overseas. 
There was the uncertainty in another spot in 
the old world, of rebellion against the things 
which have been. Here at home a presidential 
campaign was drawing to a close and if we read 
tlie thoughts of millions of Americans correctly, 
they will be happy when the shouting dies down, 
the votes have been counted, and a decision 
reached upon the vital issue of American lead- 
ership for the next four years. The slogans 
of this campaign are so misleading and be- 
cause they are misleading, so unsatisfying.

There is the slogan, "Peace and Prosperity.'* 


It is impossible for anyone of intelligence to 
quarrel either with peace or prosperity. 
Basi- 


cally there is no war party in the United States, 
Democrat or Republican. We are all for peace, 
disagreeing as we do on occasions as to the best 


m e t h o d 
of 
preserving 


peace. We are all for pros- 
perity, 
full 
employment, 


high wages, or jobs for all 
and at peak salaries and 


wages. There is nothing in any of this to test 
American leadership, or to provide a clue as 
to intelligent thinking when it comes to the job 
to b« filled by the man in the White House. At 
issue—and the only question at issue—is in- 
dividual American thought of the job of serving 
the nation, sometimes somber, sometimes gay, 
always challenging in the best interest of the 
people governed. What do we expect of this man 
who fills the exalted post of President? Why 
is it that some who have been President take 
ranking in history in terms of greatness for 
leadership, while others are forgotten? What 
will be the ranking of our chosen leaders in 
these swift, bristling years of stunning change? 
Has it been a moderate, a middle of the roader 
in times of stress, who attained a lasting fame 
for the ages? 


We suggest to the voter, possibly undecided 


as to how he should cast a ballot or perhaps 
now of the opinion that already he has made 
up his mind, that because of the nature of our 
world and our times, as an act of intelligent 
citizenship, before voting each voter review 
the circumstances. We speak of peace and yet 
we know there is no peace in the world and be- 
cause there is no peace in certain sections of 
the world, there can be no full assurance of 
continuing peace here in the United States.

Must bil- 
lions of dollars be expended year after year 
for the development of weapons which have a 
capacity to destroy the human race?

there is not much disagreement that the effects 
of radioactivity are largely dangerously bad and 
that there is a point no: yet unanimously de- 
clared where they are intolerable to hun:i«n life 
and welfare. 


If it were no more than a question of re- 


adjustment after that point were passed such 
as a nation passes through when its changes 
leadership or economic or social direction it 
could be faced gallantly. 
But in this case the 


human error or ignorance leading to an excess 
of fallout has all the earmarks of a non-recover- 
able mistake. If such a mistake is made there 
can be no recourse against poll takers reflect- 
ing, 
by inference, a condition of security nor 


against political spokesmen who have issued 
guarantees. 


However one may

Only A Part 


It was a hopeful Nebraska that scanned the 


cloudy skies while its hand clutched an early 
week weather forecast promising rain. 


The protracted drought has shown the dura- 


bility of the nine-lived cat and earlier breaks 
in the weather failed to bring the drenching 
rains so greatly needed. The coming days will 
spell out the substance of this new promise. 


It is not too late to bolster the fall planted 


crops. Rain can yet do much to prepare the 
wheat for the winter and to provide the mois- 
ture that can make the difference between good 
production next year and disappointment. 


But even abundant rainfall will not cure all 


of 
this agricultural region's problems. 
The 


drought has hurt but its elimination will not 
spell swift and full scale recovery. It has been 
allowed to obscure other facts. One of them is 
that acreage allocations and soil bank set-outs 
have removed a substantial number of produc- 
ing acres from Nebraska's basic crops. Come 
any amount of rain these acres will not add a 
whit to the total product. Inevitably recovery 
will be something less than full scale. 


And still standing is the cost price squeeze— 


the ever increasing price the farmer must pay 
for what he must use without compensating in- 
crease in the price he gets for what he pro- 
duces. 


More Than Numbers 


It is always a concomitant to American elec- 


tions that there is a concerted drive to stimulate 
the largest possible number of votes. It is a 
premise and not altogether wrong that a suc- 
cessful democracy requires, the full participa- 
tion of its members and a slim vote is a sign 
that far too many are taking their citizenship 
responsibilities casually. 


But one is finding comfort in a fallacy if he 


choses to simplify democratic 
success 
with 


heavy voting alone. There is an added require- 
ment. It is that voters render their decisions 
after a period given over to informative con- 
templation of men and issues and that voting 
is carried out with the minimum amount of 
emotion and a miximum amount of logical con- 
viction based on fact. 


The code for the good voter was well ex- 


pressed by John Wesley, the famous founder of 
Methodism long ago. He advised to "act as if 
the whole election depended on your single vote, 
and as if the whole parliament and therein the 
whole nation on that single person you now 
choose to be a member of it.''

of stock from Royal Electric, Inc., 
of Xenia, Ohio, at the same time

firm was negotiating for a 


$1.43,750 Air Force contract.

gating the alleged, scandal for four 
months. Here are the 
findings,

1. The accused officer. Brig. Gen. 


Ralph Brownfield. has Been busted 
to a colonel and ousted as Deputy 
Commander of the Middletown Air 
Materiel command for selling pat- 
ents to Royal Electric while the 
company was 
negotiating w i t h 


Middletown to modify 1.730 J-8 in- 
dicators. 


•1. Robert McNett. Royal Elec- 


tric's dynamic young boss, hns 
also been charged with supplying 
a 1934 Cadillac to Middletown's 
commanding general. Maj. Gen. 
Lyman P. Whitten. now retired, 
and a 1934 Baick to the procure- 
ment director. Col. Charles Bur- 
lev. 
McNett insists, and the two 


officers confirm, that he sold them 
the automobiles. 


McXett also claims he is a vic-

SO-year lead between 


Gen. Brownfield and the Air Force 
Inspector General, Lieut. Gen. Tru- 
man Landon. Royal Electric is a 
small business that depended al- 
most entirely on Air Force con- 
tracts.

Still A Question 


WASHINGTON 
Up to the last 


minute, reporters were trying to 
get a press conference with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's doctors on the 
subject of his health. Up to the 
last minute. White House Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty was 
refusing it. 


At issue is whether the Presi- 


dent's doctors gave a misleading, 
too optimistic account of his sur- 
gery for ileitis to reporters within 
a tew hours after that operation. 
Leading 
physicians 
and all the 


medical literature say that they 
did. 


Ever since then these same doc- 


tors have refused to talk to re- 
porters despite incessant effort to 
get them to do so. The contrast 
between the many press confer- 
ences, formal and informal, per- 
mitted and even encouraged by 
the White House with the Presi- 
dent's heart specialists could riot 
be more striking. 


The President's ileitis surgeons 


are a prominent half of the medi- 
cal team which gave the report 
made public at the White House 
Sunday. They include the same 
doctors who repeatedly gave bul- 
lish check-up reports on the Presi- 
dent's health up to the time of his 
heart attack and iletis surgery. 


Those reports never mentioned 


anything about the President hav- 
ing a chronic intestinal condition. 
Yet one of the principal points the 
E i s e n h o w e r 
ileitis surgeons 


stressed in contending that t h e 
President would be b e t t e r than 
ever was that he had been re- 
lieved by surgery o£ a chronic in- 
testinal complaint. 


Brief quotations show the case 


against the President's doctors. 


Risk Appraisal, the bible of in- 


surance underwriters, says of ile- 
itis: ''Serious, a l w a y s serious. 
Short circuiting operations 
offer 


hope, but not much. Prognosis al- 
ways dubious. Recurrence is dis- 
tressingly high. Disability coverage 
no, positively no." 


The latest surgery manual of the 


disease by Dr. Frederick F. Boyce 
. of Tulane University stresses that 
it is chronic, frequently progres- 
sive and often recurrent. There 
are few diseases, Dr. Boyce wrote, 
"which should leave the physician 
with a greater sense of humility." 


As Arthur Godfrey 
complained 


of La Rosa, humility is one thing 
the President's iletitis 
surgeons 


seem to lack in any way, shape 
or form. 


The issue of t h e 
President's 


Tiealth has been muted in the 
campaign for two reasons. One is 
that he has stayed well and has 
been campaigning "igorously. The 
other is that the Democrats, con- 
trary to predictions, decided to 
wage a clean campaign on it. 


Privately 
a m o n g Democrats 


there is a feeling of intense bitter- 
ness about it. They make no sec- 
ret of their belief that the heavily 
pro-Eisenhower press would have 
made it an issue had the situation 
been reversed with the President 
not a Republican but a Democrat. 


Democrats expect that the Presi- 


dent will do less and less work, 
and they already thought he didn't 
do much except what was done 
in the public eye.

NEW YORK — Two seemingly 


healthy friends of ours, Mrs. Frank 
Folsom and Mrs. John Reed Kil- 
patrick, died suddenly of heart at- 
tacks recently. Each h a d just 
prior to death undergone physical 
checkups which found them sound. 
So had President Eisenhower only 
a few days before his heart attack 
of September, 1955. 


Medical science has been look- 


ing ceaselessly for a better method 
of diagnosing heart trouble than 
the observation of physical sym- 
toms, the electrocardiagraph, X- 
ray, stethoscope and fluoroscope. 
An answer may be the type of car- 
diopulmonary laboratory just dedi- 
cated at Lebanon hospital in the 
Bronx, in memory of John Carl 
Kriendler. 


Jack 
Kriendler, 
co-founder of 


New York's "21" club, was a heart 
victim as a comparatively young 
roan. His devoted f a m i l y and 
friends have formed the J a c k 
Kricndler Memorial Fund. Some 
$30,000 from that fund set up the 
laboratory at I, e b a n o n which 
Kriendler'* lifelong friend and a*- 
sociate Charles A. Bern* will pre- 
*ent. It is one of the first of Us 
kind in this nation of 6,000 and 
roore hospitals. 


"fie Kriendler lab consist* o£ 


three basic units: a 500 milliamp 
X-ray machine, a revolutionary X- 
ray c a m e r a which produces a 
movie-like effect of the movement 
of injected fluid through the heart, 
and a recording device to indicate 
pressures in the different chambers 
of the heart. 


An opaque and slightly radio- 


active iodine substance is intro- 
duced into the heart and makes 
the 22-second passage through the 
o r g a n ' with the accompanying 
blood stream. During that passage 
the X-ray camera films many doz- 
ens of pictures which indicate to 
the trained technician just where, 
if any place within the heart, dan- 
ger brews. 


The Kriendler lab and the few 


others like it are the fruit of the 
work of Dr. Werner Forssmann, 
who once was called a crackpot 
by fellow doctors for insisting he 
could push a tube through a pa- 
tient's arm and into the heart and 
through it inject fluids . . w h i c h 
would show up in contrast to the 
remainder of the heart on X-ray 
films. Instead of becoming discour- 
aged, Dr. Forssmann went on to 
become chief surgeon at the Dres- 
den-Friedrichstadt hospital.

There is nothing in any of this to test 
American leadership, or to prov ide a clue as 
to intelligent thinking when it comes to the job 
to be filled by the man in the White House. At 
issue—and the only q uestion at issue—is in­ 
div idual American thought of the job of serv ing 
the nation, sometimes somber, sometimes gay , 
alway s challenging in the best interest of the 
people gov erned. What do we ex pect of this man 
wdio fills the ex alted post of President? Why 
is it that some who hav e been President take 
ranking in history in terms of greatness for 
leadership, while others are forgotten? What 
will be the ranking of our chosen leaders in 
these swift, bristling y ears of stunning change? 
Has it been a moderate, a middle of the roader 
in times of stress, who attained a lasting fame 
for the ages?

taminated air is too much for human defenses 
there is not much disagreement that the effects 
of radioactiv ity are largely dangerously bad and 
that there is a point not y et unanimously de­ 
clared where they are intolerable to human life 
and welfare.

It was a hopeful Nebraska that scanned the 
cloudy skies while its hand clutched an early 
week weather forecast promising rain. 
The protracted drought has shown the dura­ 
bility of the nine-liv ed cat and earlier breaks 
in the weather failed to bring the drenching 
rains so greatly needed. The coming day s will 
spell out the substance of this new promise. 
It is not too late to bolster the fall planted 
crops. Ram can y et do much to prepare the 
wheat for the winter and to prov ide the mois­ 
ture that can make the difference between good 
production nex t y ear and disappointment. 
But ev en abundant rainfall will not cure all

The 
drought has hurt but its elimination will not 
spell swift and full scale recov ery .

One of them is 
that acreage allocations and .soil bank set-outs 
hav e remov ed a substantial number of produc­ 
ing acres from N ebraska’s basic crops. Come 
any amount of ram these acres will not add a 
whit to the total product. Inev itably recov ery 
will be something less than full scale. 
And still standing is the cost price sq ueeze— 
the ev er increasing price the farm er must pay 
for what he must use without compensating in­ 
crease in the price he gets for what he pro­ 
duces. 


More Than Numbers 


It is alway s a concomitant to American elec­ 
tions that there is a concerted driv e to stimulate 
the largest possible number of v otes. It is a 
premise and not altogether wrong that a suc­ 
cessful democracy req uires the full participa­ 
tion of its members and a slim v ote is a sign 
that far too many are taking their citizenship 
responsibilities casually . 
But one is finding comfort in a fallacy if he 
choses to simplify democratic

There is an added req uire­ 
ment. It is that v oters render their decisions 
after a period giv en ov er to informativ e con­ 
templation of men and issues and that v oting 
is carried out with the minimum amount of 
emotion and a mix imum amount of logical con­ 
v iction based on fact.

Middletown to modify 1,750 J-8 in­ 
dicators. 
2. Robert McNett, Roy al Elec­ 
tric’s dy namic y oung 
boss, has 
also been charged with supply ing

Cadillac 
to Middletown's 
commanding general, 
Maj. Gen. 
Ly man P. Whitten, now retired, 
and a 19 54 Buick to the procure­ 
ment director. Col. Charles Bur­ 
ley . McNett insists, and the two 
officers confirm, that he sold them 
the automobiles. 
McNett also claims he is a v ic­ 
tim 
of 
a 
30-y ear 
feud 
between 
Gen, Brownfield and the Air Force 
Inspector General, Lieut. Gen. Tru­ 
man Landon. Roy al Electric is a 
small business that depended al­ 
most entirely on Air Force con­ 
tracts. Its pay roll has been whit­ 
tled from 300 to 10, and the com­ 
pany has been nearly bankrupted 
by the Air Force inv estigation.

McNett swears he paid Brown­ 
field for patents which Air Force 
inv estigators charge are “ worth­

Ev er since then these same doc­ 
tors hav e refused to talk to re­ 
porters despite incessant effort to 
get them to do so. The contrast 
between the many press confer­ 
ences, formal and informal, pe-- 
mitted and ev en 
encouraged by 
the White House with the Presi­ 
dent's heart specialists could not 
be more striking. 
The President’s ileitis surgeons 
are a prominent half of the medi­ 
cal team which gaie the report 
made puhlio at the White House 
Sunday . They include

doctors who repeatedly gav e bul­ 
lish check-up reports on the Presi­ 
dent's health up to the time of his 
heart attack and iletis surgery .

circuiting operations 
offer 
hope, but not much. Prognosis al­ 
way s dubious. Recurrence is dis­ 
tressingly high. Disability cov erage 
no, positiv ely no.” 


The latest surgery manual of the 
disease by Dr, Frederick F. Boy ce 
of Tulane Univ ersity stresses that 
it is chronic, freq uently progres­ 
siv e 
and often recurrent. There 
are few diseases, Dr. Boy ce wrote, 
“ which should leav e the phy sician 
with a greater sense of humility .” 


As Arthur Godfrey complained 
of La Rosa, humility is one thing 
the

iletitis 
surgeons 
seem to lack in any way , shape 
or form. 
The issue of 
t h e 
President’s 
health 
has 
been 
muted 
in 
the 
campaign for two reasons. One is 
that he has stay ed well and has 
bpen campaigning ’igorously . The 
other is that the Democrats, con­ 
trary 
to 
predictions, 
decided

wage a clean campaign on it. 


Priv ately a m o ng 
Democrats 
there is a feeling of intense bitter­ 
ness about it. They make no sec­ 
ret of their belief that the heav ily 
pro-Eisenhower press would hav e 
made it an issue had the situation 
been rev ersed with the President 
not a Republican but a Democrat. 


Democrats ex pect that the Presi­ 
dent will do less and less work, 
and they already thought he didn't 
do much ex cept what was done 
in the public ey e. Should he fail al­ 
together and Vice President Nix on 
become either the acting or the 
actual president, their bitterness 
will be a political fact of life for 
a long time to come.

NEW YORK — Two seemingly 
healthy friends of ours. Mrs. Frank 
Folsom and Mrs. John Reed Kil­ 
patrick, died suddenly of heart at­ 
tacks recently . Each

prior to death undergone phy sical 
checkups which found them sound. 
So had President Eisenhower only 
a few day s before his heart attack 
of September, 19 55. 
Medical science has been look­ 
ing ceaselessly for a better method 
of diagnosing heart trouble than 
the observ ation of phy sical sy m- 
toms, the electrocardiagraph, X- 
ray , stethoscope and fluoroscope. 
An answer may be the ty pe of c a r­ 
diopulmonary laboratory just dedi­ 
cated at Lebanon hospital in the 
Bronx , in memory of John Carl 
Kriendler.

Kriendler, 
co fo under uf 
New Yo rk’s “ 21” club, was a heart 
v ictim as a co mparativ ely y o ung 
man. His dev o ted f a m i l y 
and 
friends hav e fo rmed the J a c k 
Kriendler Memo rial Fund. So me

labo rato ry at 
L e b a n o n 
w hich 
Kricndler's lifelo ng friend and as- 
so ciate Charles A. Bern* will pre­ 
sent. It Is o ne o f the first o f its

The 
Kriendler 
lab consists of 


three basic units: a 500 milliamp 


X-ray machine, a rev olutionary X- 


ray c a m e r a which produces a 
mov ie-like effect of the mov ement 
of injected fluid through the heart, 
and a recording dev ice to indicate 
pressures in the different chambers 
of the heart. 


An 
opaq ue and slightly radio­ 
activ e iodine substance is intro­ 
duced into the heart and makes 
the 22-second passage through the 
o r ga n 
with the accompany ing 
blood stream . During that passage 
the X-ray cam era films m any doz­ 
ens of pictures which indicate to 
the trained technician just where, 
if any place within the heart, dan­ 
ger brews. 


The Kriendler lab and the few 
others like it are the fruit of the 
work of Dr. Werner Forssmann, 
who once was called a crackpot 
by fellow doctors for insisting he 
could push a tube through a pa- 
tient’s arm and into the heart and 
through it inject fluids 
. w h i c h 
would show up in contrast to the 
rem ainder of the heart on X-ray 
films. Instead of becoming discour­ 
aged, Dr. Forssmann went on to 
become chief surgeon at the Dres- 
den-Friedrichstadt. hospital.

farm ers 
by using 
discrim­ 
inatory 
charges 
or 
withholding 
transportation 
serv ices 
to 
those 
who opposed 
them. 
In 
1887 Con­ 
gress stepped in 
and 
passed the 
Interstate Commerce Act to regu­ 
late all phases of the railroad in­ 
dustry and make it a serv ant of 
the people. 
Today it is the trucking industry 
with its elegantly financed lobbies, 
its representativ es in our legisla­ 
tures and paid haranguers of prop­ 
aganda that has taken the attitude 


formerly held by the railroad ty ­ 
coons: "The public be damned. 
It is estimated by good authority 
that one out of ev ery 11 people 
in the country are now connected 
with the trucking industry in some 
way . 
They are either operating 
the trucks, furnishing serv ices and 
supplies to 
them or 
using their 
means of transportation to make 
a profit off of the public’s inv est­ 
ment in the highway s.

Housing Changes

T day I want to continue 
my report on the parts of the 
proposed 
housing ordinance that 
“ we, the people,” want changed 
before the ordinance becomes a 
law. 
7.—-If the 
inspector finds that 
y our house does not conform to 
the req uirements of the ordinance, 
he giv es y ou a date to appear be­ 
fore the City Council for a hear­ 
ing. What are y our chances? The 
City Council 
is the 
same 
body 
that made the law. Is it not likely 
that the Council will fav or its law 
and be a bit tough on one who Ls 
accused of v iolating it? 


If the Council finds y ou guilty of 
v iolation, the h.’alth officer posts 
a placard on y our house. Your 
tenants mov e out or they too be­ 
come guilty . This might occur in 
the dead of winter. There might be 
no suitable place for them to mov e 


into. But that is all right. Why 
w orry ! 
8.—The Council 
may 
pass all 
laws necessary to enforce this or­ 
dinance; another ex ample of un­ 
limited authority . This means that 
the Council may hire any num ­ 
ber of new officers and pay their 
salaries out of tax money . It is 
estimated that the costs of en­ 
forcement will add up to ten or 
fifteen thousand dollars. Our tax ­ 
es are already a heav y burden, 
almost more than we can bear. 
Perhaps another ten 
or 
fifteen 
thousand dollars won’t make too 
much difference. We can hope! 
9 . 
— Higher 
standards 
mean 
higher rents, because nobody can 
inv est money unless he can re­ 
ceiv e a suitable return. Remodel­ 
ing old houses is restricted; the 
floor area req uired for each per­ 
son in new and remodeled houses 
is too large for economy ; a kitch­ 
en sink and bath with hot and cold 
water in each dwelling unit is go­ 
ing to cost money . Many of our 
citizens do not hav e that kind of 
money . These three prov isions are 
certain to reduce the number of 
low-cost apartments in the city . 
We suggest that the aged, the han­ 
dicapped and any others who find 
it necessary to economize begin 
figuring now how much more y ou 
can pay for the lux uries that tius 
)rdinance will force upon y ou. 
Different 
officials 
of 
our city 
gov ernment hav e told us— 


1.—That this ordinance is not 
intended to hurt any body . We can 
believ e that, with reserv ations. 
2. —That the law will be enforced 
sy mpathetically . Much of Lincoln's 
rental property belongs to oldsters, 
people who hav e liv ed here fifty 
y ears, paid tax es and helped build 
the town. Our tax es pay the sal­ 
aries of the city officials. Is it 
right to place us in position where 
we need sy mpathy ? All we ask 
is to use the property we hav e 
acq uired to liv e in and to earn 
our liv ing. 
3. — That we should trust our 
gov ernment. W’e do trust it; we 
hav e to. W’e would trust it more 
and be happier about it if our 
gov ernment were more willing to 
do what we ask in m atters that 
v itally concern our welfare. For 
nearly two y ears we hav e been 
protesting these objectionable fea­ 
tures. Lawy ers, business men, old 
people, y oung people, those who 
can make good talks and those 
who can’t — all hav e appeared 
again 
and again protesting. But 
the objectionable points are right 
there in the ordinance, and the 
Council hopes to pass it on No- 
v ember 5.

— That if any points of the 
ordinance prov e unworkable, they 
can be changed later. Our batting 
av erage on changes is pretty low. 
In this connection we recall the 
controv ersy ov er the location of 
the new City Auditorium. “ We, the 
people” who are pay ing for this 
nuiiion - dollar structure wanted 
it located out some place where 
there was parking for our cars 
and room for other activ ities. We 
didn't get our wish. We are proud 
of the beautiful building, but in 
many hearts there is resentment 
against a gov ernment that would 
not heed 
the ex pressed 
will of 
the 
people. 
If our present city 
officials want us to believ e that 
parts of the housing ordinance can 
be changed later, they might de­ 
monstrate by changing the loca­ 
tion of the auditorium. “ Handsome 
is as handsome does!”

LOS ANGELES (INS) — Vice 


President Richard M. Nixon said 
Monday night that the Iron Cur- 
tain revolt has placed the Krem- 
lin leaders in "a terrible dilemma" 
and that President Eisenhower is 
the man to mobilize the liberation 
forces. 


He charged that Adlai E. Steven- 


son has a*"record of inconsistency 
and confusion" on the liberation 
question. 


The Vice President delivered his 


strongest campaign statement on 
the Polish-Hungarian f r e e d o m 
movements in a speech prepared 
for 
delivery at Occidental Col- 


lege. It came at the windup of a 
150-mile day of motorcade cam- 
paigning in the Los Angeles area. 


Earlier, Nixon flashed a bar- 


rage of ridicule at Stevenson, his 
running-mate Sen. Estes Kefauv- 
er and former President Harry 
S. Truman. He said of Stevenson, 
who has called him a "man of 
mnny masks": 


"Mr. Stevenson sees people run- 


ning around with masks on their 
faces—and two weeks before Hal- 
loween." 


Off Axis 


And of Kefauver's warning that 


H-bomb tests might tilt the earth 
16 degrees off its axis, he said: 


"People have found out it isn't 


the earth but Sen. Kefauver who 
Is off his axis." 


Displaying more fire than he 


has shown in days, Nixon also 
cracked back at Mr. Truman: 


"Democrats must feel 
awfully 


lonesome down on the low road 
with Harry Truman." 


Nixon campaigned through San- 


ta Monica, Panorama City, Bur- 
bank, Glendale and Pasadena in 
advance of Monday night's locally 
televised speech. 


Pointing to the upheavals in Hun- 


gary and Poland, Nixon said an 
overwhelming vote for President 
Eisenhower "will have a dramat- 
ic effect all over the world" in 
encouraging development of free- 
dom. He declared; 


"Now, for the first time, the 


Iron Curtain shows real evidence 
of cracking. 


Dilemma 


"These developments present to 


the men in-the Kremlin a terrible 
dilemma. Whichever way they turn 
they will lose. 


"If they give independence to 


Poland and freedom to Hungar- 
ians, they may set in motion a 
chain reaction which will roll back 
the Iroa Curtain. 


"If, on the other hand, they re- 


vert to the Stalin policy of ruth- 
lessly destroying those who dare 
to deviate, they may win the bat- 
tle for control of their satellites 
but they will lose the war for 
v/orld domination, which is their 
objective." 


He called the current crisis a 


"great turning point in the strug- 
gle between Communism and free- 
dom." 


'Leadership' 


Nixon said that "at this mo- 


ment of unprecedented crisis" the 
free world must p r e s e n t "its 
strongest leadership." He said: 


"We need a leader whose world 


stature and prestige is such that 
he will be able to mobilize the 
great moral force of free men 
everywhere and of those behind 
the Iron Curtain who want to 
be free." 


He said President 
Eisenhower 


is "such a man." Mr. Eisenhower, 
he asserted, has "never wavered 
in putting the moral influence of 
the United States behind the ideal 
of liberation."

Earlier, the association listened 
to the pros and cons on the state j 
amendment for a ton-mile tax.
